>What is the history of the "BC" models vs the "R" models....? 
Notwithstanding the earlier RAV, RAT and RBD units, the familiar 
Command Sets began production as Navy rigs ATA/ARA. 

The Navy was happy with ATA/ARA and ordered large production 
through 1943 and replacement sets throughout the war. 


The Army had gotten Bendix to produce a Command Set for their 

fighters and bombers (SCR-240), but the thing was a big, heavy, 

clunky near-copy of a British design and they rejected it. 

They needed something right away and were impressed with the ATA/ARA. 
The Air Corps had Aircraft Radio Corp. build a copy of the ATA/ARA radio 
with Sig Corps markings and plates and 

designated it the SCR-274-N ("N" for Navy). This is where the 

"BC-xxx" models came from. ARC did a first production run of 1400 sets. 
The contract for full-scale Army production went to Western Electric 

and Colonial, with a few subcontractors in the mix. 

ARC and Stromberg-Carlson stuck to Navy and AN/ stuff. 


ARC and others began testing an improved design for the Command Sets 

in 1943 and went into large production in 1944. That was where the 
AN/ARC-5 units with "R-xx" series receivers came on the stage. 

Although the design was slightly updated, both BC-xxx and R-xx rigs 

make fine receivers for their intended purpose when run according to spec. 


All through the war there was griping about the stability of all HF 
rigs. There was a large and vocal camp that wanted to copy anything 
and everything British, and the English were using crystal control. 
Crystal quartz was in very short supply during the first half of the 
war so this was a problem. The Navy Radio Lab modified 750 ATA/ARA 
sets for crystal control, but this was expensive and 

the crystal shortage was still a problem. The design was dropped 
when the AN/ARC-5 rigs came along. 

ARC and others worked-out mods to further "stabilize" the receivers. 
Those that had these mods installed have a yellow circle with an "S" 
in it stamped on the face of the receiver. 


Turns-out the problem wasn't the receivers-- It was the pilots. 

The pilot would call someone and, if not answered, would assume the 
receiver had "drifted" and start cranking the tuning handle on the 
receiver tuning head. The darn thing is hard enough to see in broad 
daylight. In a fighter cockpit, under the left armpit, in the dark 
it was blasted impossible. There were a world of signals across the dial 
and no way to tell who was who unless you just happened upon someone 
else in your flight. Then you hoped he'd hear you while he cranked 
away on xhis* receiver. This is one reason the receivers were 
intentionally designed to be broad. 

The Navy's answer was "locked-tuning," where the "S" marked R-xx 
series receiver was set to freq and the pilot couldn't tune it. 
That's why C-38 HF receiver control heads don't have tuning dials. 
That's also why that little silver tuning key was included 

under the tube cover in R-xx series receivers. You used it to 

tune the rig and then reversed it to cover the spline 

hole and keep critters out. 


>I also understand there was later version "R" models w/o a local 
>dial w/14 series tubes. Who/where were the older "R" units used? 
These were a design update of the command sets that saw wide use in 
both Korea and the cold-war airforce. The "M*xAxSx*xHx" helicopters 
you see on TV would have been outfitted with these sets. 

ALthough they were excellent designs, they were not purchased in the 
numbers of the older production. Their excellent quality came with 
a high cost, so an attempt to introduce them to the civilian market 
didn't go well. The Navy bought most of the units and many of 

them were in use right up to the early 70's. 


>Any idea why a 12SF7 was chosen for the 2nd IF amp? 
None other then as a design improvement. Never looked into it. 


>What is the relative availabity of the R units as compared to the 
>bare aluminum "BC" models? 

R-xx units are slightly less available then BC-xxx units, and 

are more often found in unmodified condition. They generally 
command 20-30% higher prices since people find them more 
attractive, but the BC-xxx units are their very near 

equals in performance IMHO. 


>What voltage did these units orig. operate on? 

>...was it 24 or 28vdc 

>If 28, was that a bit hot for the filaments? 

A 24-volt system aircraft actually charged it batteries 

at 28 VDC or so, while its battery was 24 VDC. 

Like a car which has a 12 V battery and a 14 V charging 
system. The tubes are actually rated at 12.6 VDC, making the 
rated voltage 25.2 VDC. 28 VDC would be running them 

around 10% hot. I don't know why they did this, but I speculate 
that it was a convenience thing, justified by saying that 

the extra voltage provided an operational margin should 

the aircraft's electrical system have a problem.

This is only a wild guess, but the large tube in the last IF 
stage might be, to handle the power required to drive the 
detector diode. There were 2 versions of the HQ-120, one with a 
6H6 and the other with a 79. I don't have the schematic in front 
of me, but I seem to recall that one if not both of the HQ-120s 
did not have an audio voltage amplifier stage. The diode output 
was fed directly to the audio output stage. This would require 
the detector driver stage to have more power capability.

Hi gang! 


Here you have the report of my today's work in my Western Electric BC-453B, 
S/N 22806. Sorry if this report is too basic, but it is my very first 
command set receiver work. 


The first dynamotor I ever work on is... WORKING :-)!. I have opened, 
cleaned, and relubed it. Then, applying 28VDC, it has started to run. It 
produces some noise, but I think its level should be normal. It generates 
clean 260VDC without load, so I think it is working fine. 


Next step has been to get out all of this gummy and cracked dynamotor 
‘silent blocks'... Any hint about possible replacements?. I have some 
grummets that could do the job, but wonder if there is an 'standard' 
replacement. 


Then I have found an ‘interesting' thing: the output transformer had a 
loosen wire and some not-original solder joints... I would like to know the 
pinout for this transformer. Does anybody have an schematic with this 
information?. I have only an scanned schematic without the output 
transformer information. 


In the front panel there is a 'plug-in' "ADAPTER FT-230-A". It shorts two 
of the front panel connector pins... Which is the funcion of it?. I guess 
it activates the receiver.... Am I right?. 


Well, I hope you could help me to get this receiver back to life. I'm 
enjoying a lot working with this small critter :-)!

Jose, Regarding your request about the BC453. 


I think I have a 12K8 (I'll need to look for it). If you are not 
getting one elsewhere, how do I send it? I have never sent a package overseas. 


Regarding the missing frequency selector knob: The receiver was designed 
to be controlled remotely. It's fortunate that a dial was included on the 
front panel. A flexible cable like a speedometer cable went from the 
control head to the receiver. These cables are very difficult to find 
today. They were rare back when thousands of receivers were for sale. The 
control heads were more commonly available, but still hard to find today. 
Special knobs were available, years ago that connected directly to the 
receiver; you might try contacting Fair Radio, 1016 East Eureka St. Lima OH 
45802. I'm sure they have a web page; maybe someone else can help. Some 
people pressed a soft metal tube over the splined shaft (be careful) and 
put a knob at the other end of the tube. 


I guess the ‘silent blocks' are what we call shock mounts. You just need to 
find a parts radio. I have taken them off in the past; maybe I can find some. 


There was a good article on dynamotor repair in Electric Radio. It is an 
excellent magazine if you can afford the exchange rate and overseas cost, 
which is US $54. Their web site is er@frontier.net The dynamometer makes a 
noticeable whine when running. 


Do you have a schematic or any other technical information? I have plenty 
of info. 


I worked in Madrid at the Philips Electronic Systems for about 3 months 
about 12 years ago. A small assembly and test area was set up there to 
manufacturer power supplies used in the radar for the F/A 18 aircraft. I 
knew one ham, Paco Solares, I think his name was, but can't remember his 
call letters. I really enjoyed Spain.

In my early tube days I was an Application Engineer with Raytheon. We were 
always appalled when we found applications where large unbypassed resistors 
appeared in any low level stage of a receiver because we were in for potential 
hum problems due to heater cathode leakage. But the interesting thing was that 
,asS I recall , it was always just simple resistive leakage between the heater 
and the cathode sleeve.It was never attributed to emission from the ends of 
the heater. Could be I suppose but the £ix was alway with better heater 
coatings. Either leakage acts much the same that is, the effect is reduced by 
lowering the voltage on the heater. 


Reduced heater voltage also reduces diode contact potential. In the usual 
diode AVC circuit this contact potential is the resting voltage on the AVC 
string. Runs as much as a volt in some instances.

The problem one can only get about -11 volts on the AGC bus 
even after careful alignment. How can one "encourage" more negative bias 
when on the surface they seem to be reasonably close? The distortion is 
really giving me fits. I have checked the Sams and Riders and they seem to 
not match very closely. Only the Sams gives the resistance charts but it is 
very obviously not correct with respect to my units as there are two 270K's 
to ground and Sams shows two 47K resistors. Yet, the good unit has the 270K 
resistors and its an outstanding receiver when it comes to strong local BC 
stations. The AGC bus to ground is about 1.7M to ground on both units. I 
even went and grabbed my 1937 copy of John Rider on AGC systems but can't 
quite relate that to the specific receiver. I am running out of ideas trying 
to figure out how to get some more AGC voltage! 

In advance, thanks for any help and while I would appreciate any private 
mail on this matter, a review of the "archives" doesn't show any discussion 
on the AGC system of the 45 so it might help for someone who might have a 
plan to solve this one to post it to the group.

I love my HRO's (all 3), and my SX-28, my SP-600 and my S-76 and my 
home-brew's. But I 

have been spoiled by the yea-com-wood type rig's digital readouts and 
wished 

I had that on my BA's. It' is a little difficult to find net 
frequencies when actually using these BA's for real hamming. I have 
seen 

several accessories, (sand state, purists hit delete button now), which 
read the local oscillator frequency, add/subtract the i.f£. and 

display the result (which is the frequency you are tuned to. 

For one reason or another I didn't like any of 

them. I saw a reference to such an accessory designed 

by K1IMG on the QRP-L list, it is very small, has LCD display, vice LED 
which I hate, and 

is inexpensive. Also it has a very good method to enter the offset, you 
just tune to a known frequency, (I used WWV at 15 mc.), and hold down an 
up or down button until the display reads the correct frequency (you can 
read down to 100 cycles). It stores 31 different offsets, so it can 
accomodate BA's with slightly, or radically different IF frequencies. 


Now using my HRO's is an even more pleasant experience, nets are located 
quickly and blood pressure stays low. Here is the URL for any of you 
that are interested: http://www. fix.net/~jparker/blusky/ccd.htm. 
Warning- if you decide to build it, you need good soldering skills in 
addition to a magnifying glass, needle point soldering iron, fine solder 
and patience. The construction manual is Heathkit quality.

Hue is right, and it is likely the Germans suffered severe shortages of raw 
materials toward the end of the war. According to my copy of "The Test" 
which just arrived today, the Signal Corps was a large user of aluminum 
(although small in comparison to the airplane-builders) and instituted a 
conservation program aimed at substituting other materials where possible. 
The SCR-245 radio, for example, offered an opportunity to use steel in place 
of 12% of the aluminum "for use in tanks, where lightness was not an 
essential characteristic". On the SCR-536 (BC-611 walkie-talkie), it was 
impossible to substitute heavier metals, but it was possible "to substitute 
a cheaper or more available aluminum alloy for a scarcer one".

All RME-45's use a 7B6 detector/BFO. RME changed the circuit to make 

the noise limiter switchable (series) rather than full-time (parallel). 
Do you have the same setup in both sets? 


Check the diode load resistors. These are a very low value, 50K as I 
recall. They purposely load the last IF to increase audio bandpass. 
The -11 volt figure sounds about right, and you should get full 
deflection of the S-meter here. I think mine will do this with 1000

of RF at the antenna. 


Check the cathode voltage on the first RF stage. This is parallelled 
with the first IF cathode. Make sure the bypass cap is good on BOTH 
stages, as the 1st IF and RF amp are in phase (parasitic country). 
You should have +3 volts here with the AVC enabled. 


The AVC bus from the crystal filter is a long loop through the whole 
wiring harness to the RF gain control and AVC defeat switch. You can 
get a parasitic here. Try bypassing the AVC line on the AVC side (not 
the filter side, which has a bypass) with a .01. 


Note that there are two AVC timing caps at the front coil box. The 
big one at the 7B7 on the side of the box is obvious. However, there 
is also a .01 inside the front section of the coil box physically 
located in the same place as in the other two coil box sections as 


B- 


supply bypasses, but the front one is an AVC cap. 


Check to make sure you are getting AVC action AT THE TUBE GRIDS.

Sounds to me as though somebody has put high value diode load 
resistors in place of the originals. While the radio will "play" with 
these, you will not get any HF in the audio. The parts list values 
are what the manufacturer intended in the original design. 


My RME-45, which has a number of changes in it, is marginal on strong 
Signals, but if the AVC line is perfect, it won't swamp. If you are 
trying to listen to SSB AM, the set is very poor on this, because of 
the BFO injection in the IF and the signal levels involved. I did 
work up a product detector circuit for mine, but don't like it because 
the AVC is not adequate for it. 


There is nothing unusual about the 45 AVC. The bus runs from one end 
to the other with decoupling resistors in the two IF grid lines, but 
is not divided down anywhere. The reason why it is marginal in the 
original design is that the detector input comes from a center tap on 
the last IF secondary, which was an ECO change to the original design.

I will first explore the diode resistors as they are 270K (except the 
Riders manual shows them as 250K for the "late" model). So, I at least have 
something to go on now. Unfortunately, the next time I can take a look at it 
is the middle of next week. Even if it doesn't turn out to be the diode 
resistors, between Hank's comments and a couple of the private ones, I feel 
that I have a lot more things to check such as whether the distortion is RF 
or AF! From Hank's comments about AVC being correct, I might be getting the 
correct AVC but have bad coupling to the audio section because its one loud 
radio at very low audio gain. 


This may be out of place to say this but as one who is struggling to learn a 
little more about tubes and radios, I feel so thankful for the help that is 
always out there with this group. I cannot imagine what motivates people 
like Hank to give so freely of their experience to the likes of someone like 
myself so far down the learning curve. I hope that this spirit of common 
benefit never gets lost.

The phenomenon is familiar to antique radio restorers. That's 
not really my interest, but I did pick up a Bremer-Tully kit 
(uses 01-A's) without tubes for $10 before I knew about pot 
metal rot. The TRF tuning capacitors were beautifully made, 
with trimmers that were miniature tuning caps instead of 
compression trimmers. When I got it home, I found I couldn't 
turn the shafts. 


The story I heard is that the pot invited people to throw 
anything that might melt into it, including tin foil from 
chewing gum wrappers. The original alloy was stable, but 
the added stuff causd trouble at the grain boundaries, 
making the metal swell or crumble if it swelled enough. 


Some people have tried to make a mold from the old part and 
cast a new one. Doesn't sound practical, if the part is 
already distorted. 


WW2 German pot metal may well be a worst case example of rot 


because they were deliberately melting anything they could to 
make production. Quality control is a luxury of the well-off.
